Chief Censor oF Moving 
Pictures Tells How 150 
Volunteers Do the. Work 


John Collier, 28 Years Old, Who 


Came to St. Louis to Lecture, 
“Describes Work of Unpaid)’ 


Judges Who Pass on 400,000,- 


000 Feet of Film Annually; 


and, Out of This Vast Mass, 
Find but 500,000 Feet That 
They Cannot Approve—No 
Set Rules for the Task, Each 
Film Being Treated as a Sep- 
arate Problem.

F those 19—or was it'29—Governors had all 
come here last week, as the good roads 
people hoped they would, I doubt whether 
any of them would have had a more interesting 
story to tell than did John Collier, 28 years old 


(and with a just-out-of-college look, who was the 


Town Club’s guest Thursday. 

Few Governors have the chance to influence 
the general public so widely as does this young 
secretary, of the New Tork People’s Institute 
(Cooper, Union), who is also chief censor of mov- 
ing pictures for the United States. His work 
and that of his asso¢iates; in its final form, is 
familiar to everyone who has seen on a white 
screen the flickering words:

Hight million persons a day see moving picture 
shows in the United States, those familiar with 
the business say. The revenues of the business

Of the output of film which forms 
the stock in trade’ of this business; 95 per cent 
is*censored by the National Board, of which ‘Col- 
lier is secretary. and. executive officer.

How the Moving Picture 
‘Censorship Idea Was Developed 


E began by speaking og Cooper Union, the 
KH great people’s forum of the New York 

East Side, and its larger growth, the 
People’s Institute, which serves as a clearing 
house for settlement and civic work. 

“Six years ago,” said Oollier, “we were up 
against the amusement problem as it applies to 
Hast Side wage earners—the lack of amuse- 
ments, the bad quality of the amusements of- 
fered. This led us into the moving picture field, 
which was then beginning to show its commercial 
possibilities. ; N 

“The business was developing in a way decid- 
edly unfavorable to publie morals, even to pub- 
lic safety. There was much complaint and appre- 
hension. Police censorship plans proved ‘inef- 
fectual. Police censorship, at best, is a Russian 
idea. ; 

“ae ‘seemed to us at the instituté that those pay- 
ing their nickels and dimes to attend these shows 
@ught, to have some sort of protection. They 
had no idea, before going into fhe shows, what 
they wers to see, or whether it would be good or 
bad. Something must be done to establish a stand- 
ard, aud to held the business to the standard. 

“Fortunately, the moving picture men saw the 
necessity, too. They saw that, to avoid. general 
condenination and police anhoyance, they must 
find some means of standardizing and protecting 
their product. 80 they were ready, almost eager, 
ta accept the idea of forming a co-operative body, 
representing civic organizations, which should 
delegate persons to pass on the filma, and to 
agree to abide by the decisions. 

“after three months of partial and local ap- 
plication of the plan, the managers themselves 
asked that the censorship be established on a fla- 
tional scale. We consented and organized a na-

“The expense of the board’s work is $10, 000 a 
year, including heavy postage bills aud the em- 
ployment of three secretaries. This is met only 
in part by the contributions of the moving picture 
men. They do not have to contribute at all in 
order to have their films censored, and some ot 
them are disposed to’ let somebody else pay the 
bills, . . 
The trade ought to meet all the expense of 
censorship, as the packers pay for the Govern- 
ment inspection of meat, but there seems no way 
to make them doit without what would look like 
blackmail.

“The Board of Censorship every year keeps off 
the market about half a million feet of film, 
which, were it passed, the makers would sell at 
12 cents a foot. But as the total output of films 
‘censored is 400, 000, 000 feet a year, it will be seen 
that only a very small part is lost to the makers.

The suggestive effect of a suicide scene is ob- 
viously bad. 

“We spent a whole afternoon arguing with the 
producer over one film which showed the suicide 
ot a villain, who had blackmailed an innocent 
girl. He was seen holding a revolver to his head, 
and an instant later was seen lying dead, and the 
producer’s defense was that the act of suicide was 
not shown. The first reviewers said ‘that made 
no difference—that the film showed a suicide, just 
th®same. The Appeals Committee upheld them 
in this view. But we suggested that, instead of 
having the villain kill himself, he should be killed 
while resisting arrest. This was done. 

“There might be cases in which a suicide would 
appear under such circumstances as to be passed, 
but in that particular case it was merely an easy 
way out of trouble, an alternative to jail,’ and 1 
would have had no moral force, 

“But we don’t suppress the expression of peo- 
ple’s opinions, in film form. Shortly before the 
McNamara ‘trial, a film was shown to the cen- 
sors, entitled ‘A Martyr to His Cause.“ The play 
was built on the ideas of some union labor people

SECRET FOR A YEAR 


Only Intimate Friends - Knew 
How Frank B. Tracy Jumped. 
From Steamer.

BOSTON, Nov. 15.—First details were 
learned tonight.of the tragic death by 


suicide. on Thanksgiving night, 1912, of 


Frank Basil Tracy, at that time editor- 
in-chief of the conservative Boston 
Transcript. — 

Tracy, eccording to newspaper reports 
tonight, jumped «from the Providence- 
New York line steamer Tennessee, but 
for some unknown: reason the facts 
about his act have been suppressed. No 
newspaper in Boston, at least, published 
the story prior to tonight and only a 
few intimate friends knew that Tracy 
was dead. 

On thé Transcript the general under- 
standing among the employes was that 
Tracy had been given an indefinite 
leave of absence because of {!l-heaith. 

Tracy, it appears, realized at the time 
that his mind was failing and that the 


insane asylum would inevitably be his“ 


fate. Thanksgiving Day he left the But- 
ler Hospital, Providence, where he had 
been confined, and took the New York 


‘boat. Letters found in his stateroom 
the following morning told of his act. 
In them de said that had he not taken 


his life he would in time have mur- 


déred those near and dear to him be- 


fore taking his own life. : 
Tracy's. nervous breakdown just pre- 
vious to his death was caused partly 
by the suicide of his friend, Kees Dur- 
lend, the author, who committed suicide 
in the South Station the previous year.

No Lingering Tuberculosis Cases. 

Una voldably such foul housing as I 
have described above weakens the lungs 
of men of tubercular tendency. Phar- 
macist R. H. Kirkpatrick, assistant to 
Dr. McCutcheon, in charge of the prison 
hospital, was explaiping to me the pris- 
on method of dealing with tuberculosis 
cases, when I asked him if convicts who 
had the disease in a lingering form were 
allowed to work in the shops and occupy 
cells with uninfected men. 

“We don’t have any lingering cases 
here,“ he replied.. They go off quick 
inside the walls.“ 

Then he added that it is the custom 
today to parole consumptive convicts in 
time to allow them to die among friends. 
This, he explained, relieved the State 
of the cost of buying caskets’ and as 
the friends usually sent the dying con- 
vict ‘money’ to come home on, the State 
incurred no expense and got rid of an 
expensive burden: It Was peculfarly in-

000, contingent on need, to supply the 
deficiency. | 

These companies, I was told, or nearly 
all of them, have been using Missouri 
convict labor for periods of from 12 to 
over 30 years. They do not go and come 
with changes of State administrations; 
they, seem to be able to deal equally well 
with Republican and Democratic pris- 
on boards. and wardens. 


„Tho State's own industries conducted 
within the prison walls include an ice 
plant with 21 tons daily cavacity, sup- 
plying ice for the prison and the State 
Capitol; a machine shop making repairs 
for all prison machinery; an electric 
plant supplying power and light for all 
prison buildings and grounds, and light 
for the State Capitol, the State Supreme 
Court building and the Governor’s man- 
sion, and a binding twine factory, in 
which is made twine which, under the 
law, cannot be sold outside of Missouri.

the Post-Dispatch’s articles were out- 
rageous, being liable to breed a riot 
with loss of life in the-prison. He said 
he had about made up his mind to tell 
all the newspapers to go to hell’ and 
have nothing more to do with them. He 
bitterly resented, in short, public criti- 
cism of his management, as a public 
servant, of a public institution. 
second thought he decided to let me go 
through, with the limitation that I must 
not try to interview any of the hard- 
ened convicts. 

Inasmuch as I knew the kind and 
condition of the. buildings and shops 
would declare the status of the prison 
more gloquently than any amount of 
verbal testimony by convicts or guards, 
and as, moreover, I knew there was no 
hope of anybody less than a committee 
of the State Legislature bringing to 
light inside prison data which the offi- 
cials might wish to conceal, we made 
peace on the Warden's basis. 

On Friday, when I proposed again to 
go inside the walls and to interview. 
Steve Willis, the Warden was out and 
his ‘subordinates were not at liberty 
to admit me, i finally located him on 
the telephone shortly before noon Sat- 
urday, and asked him to permit the 
making of 4 photograph of a man, pre- 
ferably one of the prisoners; hung up on 
a ring in one of the dark cells—just to 
show Post-Dispatch readers exactly 
what the punishment is like. Mr. Mc- 
Clung very promptly and decidedly said 
he couldn't permit it. He really does 
not believe the. punishment is either 
brutal or inhuman, but he thought it 
might create more excitement among 
the prisoners, who hear of all snch pub- 
lications whether they are permitted to 
see the papers or not. So a photograph 
was made under other circumstances, 
which is given with this article, and 
which faithfully reproduces the scene at 
the rear wall of the dark cell. 

Women’s Ward One of Bes 

The women’s ward is one of the best 
in the prison. They are shut off en- 
tirely from the remainder of the peni- 
tentiary. Their cells are large, well 
aired and lighted, and their food is sub- 
stantial and plentiful. hey have ac- 
cess to sanitary toilets and baths, and 
have the same use of the prison library 
that the male convicts enjoy. They are 
directly under. control of women ma- 
trons and guards. | 

There are 67 women in the prison, a 
majority of them negresses. Their ward 
has cell space for 90, two in each cell. 
They were at luncheon when I visite 
their ward, the colored women grouped 
on one side of the dining room, the 
white women on the other. 

‘Bight te 10 Punishments Daily. 

Steve Willis is a second term burglar 
and he may be an all-round bad man, 
but he  roved his posseasion not only 
of a splendid physique and an insensi- 
tive nervous organization, but of a 
mighty’ game spirit as well, when he 
submitted to be hung up there hours 
at a stretch, day after day, rather than 
“snitch” on his accomplices in the

of the penitentiary. Deputy Warden 
Gilvin told me he had to hang up eight 
to 10 men a day in these cells for fafl- 
ure to perform the tasks assigned to 
them in the- contract prison factories 
and for other infractions of tne rules. 
He said the meg were handcuffed to 
the rings at 6 p. m., and left hang- 
ing there until 9 p. m., when they were 
let down and locked in the cells to 
sleep on the floor during the night. 

I found in each of the dark cells 
a board the width of a door leaning 
against the wall, Gilvin- expiained that 
the prisoner is ‘expected to lay this 
board down on the floor and sleep on it, 
to escape contact with the concrete, I 
saw no concrete pillow, mentioned by 
“A Prisoner’ in his letter to the Post- 
Dispatch, and asked Gilvin where he 
kept the pillows. He said the prison 
had nothing of the kind, 

The largest number of convicts hung 
in the dark cells on any one night, he 
said, was 15; the average number is 
about eight: Most of them pay this 
penalty for failing or refusing to do the 
work set for them to do In the contract 
labor shops: : 


How “Tasks” Are Fixed. 


I asked Gilvin who fixed the task.“ 
the daily portion of work required of 
each convict employed in these contract 
shops. He said tne task was fixed by 
the Board of Prison Inspectors, on the 
recommendation of the Warden, who 
gauged it after consulting with his aa- 
sistants and with the civilian foreman 
employed by the contractors. 

Most of the men, he said, do their 
„task easily; some get through with it 
anywhere from 2 to 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon end a good many nave to keep 
hustling during the nine-hour day to 
get it done by quitting time—4 p. m. 
Some of those who finish ahead of time 
do extra work, by which they earn a 
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vided by the prison. 

Some of the men come back time after 
time for failing to do the allotted task. 
These men are regarded as chronic in- 
surgents, or malingerers. 

I asked Gilvin on whose authority the 
men were thus punished. He said they 
were first reported by the civilian fore- 
man to the prison guards on duty in 
the shop. The guard looxs into the case. 
If he thinks the complaint is justi- 
fied he takes the offender to the deputy 
warden. The latter gives the.accused 
man a hearing and hears also. the 
guard’s account of the matter. If the 
deputy warden is convinced the convict 
has wilfully failed to do his work or 
has wilfully damaged goods or ma- 
chinery, he orders tae man sent to a 
ring in a dark cell, there to be hung 
three hours and. to spend the night 
sleeping on the board on the cell floor. 

Gilvin, being asked to show me every 
implement of punishment in the prison, 
produced the prison whip. This; he 


said, with the wall rings and the dark’ 


cells, constitutes the prison’s whole 
equipment of this character. 

He assured me that, while there has 
been a good deal of whipping done in 
the Missouri penitentiary in past years 
and he has to whip a good many men 
himself, but that he has never drawn. 
blood nor broken the skin on any 
whipped convict’s back. 

Four Men Whipped Under McClung. 

He said only four men had been 
whipped since Warden McClung took 
office, April 1, 1913; that these four 
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were negroes and each had 3 
ted a deadly assault on a fellow pris- 
oner with knife or scissors. Sg 

When a prisoner is whipped here, 
he said, the man Is stripped naked to 
the waist, handcuffed with rubber 
cuffs to his cell door and the lash 
laid on his naked back. 

Gtivin said he never lald on more 
than six or eight strokes of the whip, 
and had more than once stopped with 
the first stroke, being able, he said, 
to tell after one stroke whether or 
not his man could stand te de 
whipped. 

It is notorious that wherever, in 
any prison, the labor of the convicts 
has been farmed out to contractors, 
these men have exercised a powerful 
influence upon the discipline as well 
as the political control of the prison. 
They are, as in the case of the Mis- 
sour! Penitentiary, the source of the 
revenue which chiefly supports the 
prison and lifts its burden of expense 
off the shoulders of the taxpayers. 
They buy labor, factory space, heat, 
light and power from the State far 
cheaper (even considering the char- 
acter of the labor,) than their com- 
petitors can buy these things outside 
the prison walls and if they employ 
enough convicts their profits are very 
large. 

Temptation Is Very Strong. 

The temptation to use a portion of 
these easy profits in procuring fa- 
vorable contracts, in influencing leg- 
islators and others influential in poli. 
tics to oppose abolition of the con- 
tract labor system and even, some- 
times, in stiffening the determination 
of officials inside the walls to force 
the convicts to deliver a full day's 
work must be very strong. Indeed, 
the records of investigations of 
prison contracting in some other 
states shows that thik temptation 
was too’ strong for them to resist it. 

I do not for a minute suggest that 
anything ot this dishonorable charac- 
ter figures in contracts made by the 
Warden and Board of Inspectors of 
the Missouri Penitentiary with the 
prison contractors who have been op- 
erating in these walls, some of them 
for more than 30 years. I do- 
know of any other contractors “and 
have met no officials now in. charge 
who seem to be capable of such dis- 
honesty. 

Yet any studentyof political) poli- 
tics is well aware t such deals are 
often put over by men in the back- 
ground, without the knowledge and 
without the conscious consent of the 
men formally in charge of the prison.

CHICAGO, Nov. 15. —The American 
Academy of Arts and Letters. today’ 
presented to Augustus Thomas, the 
‘playwright, a gold medal for having 
achlered more in the drama tic world 
than any other American, taking into 
account the work of a lifetime. 

The gold medal of tne academy is 
awarded once in every 10 vears for 
life work in any specific branch of 
music, literature or architecture. 
Thomas is the fifth to receive It. 
Previous awards have been to Augus- 
tus St. Gaudens in scuipture; James 
Ford Rhodes, history; James Whit- 
comb Riley, poetry, and William R, 
Mead, architecture. 

Thomas said that before. returning 
to New York he would go to St. Louis 
to show his medal to his 8i-year-ois.

Dr. Ng Poon Chew, founder of 
Chinese journalism in .America and 
sometimes nicknamed “the Chinese 
Mark Twain,” will deliver two ad- 
dresses today, the first, in the morn- 
ing. at the Kirkwood Presbyterian 
Church, and the. second, at night, at 
the-Union Avenue Christian Church. 
He will also speak Tuesday night at 
the Third Baptist Church under the 
auspices. of the Committee Church 
Federation. He arrived last night 
from the Pacific. Coast and will de- 


dents of Pittsburg University. 

Dr. Chew. is a graduate of Prince- 
ton, a Christian, and editor of Chung 
Sai Yat Po, a San Francisco daily. 
He is Vice-Consul of the Chinese Re- 
public in San Francisco and a rela- 
tive of Dr. Wu Ting Fang, former 
Chinese Ambassador at Washington. 
He has lived 34 years in the United 


Strong Measures Needed, 

As an official of the Chinese Re- 
public, Dr. Chew said last night it 
would be improper for him to dis- 
cuss the political situation in China. 
Concerning the reported dissolution 
of the Chinese Legislature by ' rent 
dent Yuan Shih Kal, he said: 

“Probably it will be necessary at 
times to use strohg méasures until 
the country is settled down. But my 
understanding is that the Legislature 
dissolved itself, as its membership of 
800 proved too cumbersome, and that 
new elections are to be held. I am 
rather out ‘of touch with conditions 
in China, as I have been away from 
my office since Oct. 19.” 

He continued that it ts unjust to 
compare conditions in China with 
those in Mexico, declaring that the 
Chinese leaders are better educated 
and less selfish than those of Mex- 
ico, and the Chinese people more 
peaceable and law-abiding than those 
of the southern republic. 

Disturbances Are Predicted. 

Of ‘course, there will be . disturb- 
ances. he predicted, like the recent 
uprising which was called the Sec- 
ond Revolution. He said that even 
the United States. required 87 years 
of effort before a strong .centra) 
government was established, and 
asked that one or two generations 
be given the Chinese republic in 
whicn to establish its worth. 

He said that the liberal element in 
in China has confidence in President 
Yuan’s integrity of purpose and his 
patriotism. He regards the future of 
China in an enthusiastic light, de- 
spite formidable obstacles of poverty 
and ignorance, and sees salvation in 
a riational system of education whith 
shall do the work which a few pri- 
vate colleges now can only attempt 
to 40. 

Like his distinguished relative, Dr. 
Wu, Dr. Chew has a reputation as a 
wit, and is reported to have diverted 
large audiences during his recent 
tour of Oregon and Washington. He 
is able to relish a joke at his own 
expense. . 

Introduced as “Missing Link.” 
“I. was once presented to an audi-

he. “The speaker was a Princeton 
student who made a slip of the tongue 
in attempting to introduce me as ‘the 
connecting link between the Orient 
and the Oceident.“ 

He said that his two-lettered first 
name is pronounced “oong,” and tha? 
it means “five.” This is his family 
name, the Chinese custom being to 
put the patronymic first and the 
given names afterwards. The same 
Chinese character is used in ‘writing 
it as in writing the name Wu,“ the 
latter being the Northern pronuncia- 
tion and the former the Southern. 

In his addresses he will discuss 
missionary work in China, its’ meth- 


ods and the course it should take in 


the future. ‘He will leave the city to-

Kansas Finds Minnesota Shift 
- Worthless in Mud and Is 
Unable to Score. 


LAWRENCE, Kan., Nov. 15.—The 
University of Nebraska football team 
defeated the University of Kansas 
here this afternoon, 9—0, in a game 
of mostly straight, old-fashioned 
football, played on a field ankle-deep 
in mud under a drizzling rain. Both 
teams repeatedly made first downs, 
but Nebraska's work at crucial 
points in the game was the better. 

The Northern players frequently 
circled the Kansas ends for good 
gains and the Kansas line again and 
again was shattered by the plunging 
Rutherford, Purdy and Howard, Neb- 
raska’s backs. 

Kansas played fiercely, particularly 
in the third period, when three first 
downs were made in succession, two 
by Steuwe and one by Greenlees. 
Nebraska attempted many open plays 
but failed repeatedly to work the for- 
ward pass and lost ground ‘on fake 
kicks.. Because of the wet ball and 
uncertain footing, fumbling was fre- 
quent and both sides often were 
penalized for off-side plays and hold- 
ing. 

Minnesota Shift a Fizzle. 

The muddy field made the Minne- 
sota shift, on which Kansas had ex- 
pected to make great gains, ineffect- 
ive,

“There has been much said about 
the poor attendance at the U. S. Good 
Roads convention which was held at 
the Suburban Garden last. week,” said 
Roy F. Britton, president of the Mis- 
sourit State Highway Association, 
“and many causes of its failure have 
been advanced. 

“The reason for the failure of the 
convention was because the United 
States Good Roads Association is not 
a well-known organisation and has 
no following among the good reads 
people. It was trying to occupy a 
field that is already thoroughly oc- 
eupied by the American Highway As- 
soetation. 

“When the promoters of the con- 
vention asked the Missourt State 


Highway Association and the Auto- 
mobile Club of St. Louis for their 
tindorsement of the convention we 
found that they knew nothing of the 
Missouri or National Good Roads 
movements, and the two associations 
mentioned would not indorse the 
convention. 

“The American Highway Associa- 
tion is made up of men who are prac- 
tical and have been in the good roads 
movement for a long time. That the 
public is vitally interested in the 
good roads movement was shown dy 
the tremendous success of the Good 
Roads Congress held in Detroit re- 
cently. 

“It is not true that there is a lack 
of interest in. the movement. The 
Ozark Trail Association held a con- 
vention at Neosho last week and out 
of the 300 delegates named, over 200 
attended. It was only a little local 
organization, where 200 people would 
be equivalent to 2000 in St. Louis. 

“It is difficult to hold a national 
good roads conventien because of the 
‘lack of vital interest; it is largely 
a matter of sentiment; it lacks the 
Z2ommercial element of the trade asgo- 
clations. In State and county organi- 
gations, the road. question becomes 
vital, because some particular road 
is under consideration, and its con- 
dition affects the people; it is a home 
‘matter. This was shown at a “hurry 
call” meeting of the Missouri State 
Highway Association at Jefferson 
City last winter, when we had 400 
delegates present. 

“It is unfair to St. Louis to have 
such a failure in a convention. The 
‘moral of the whole thing is that in 


4 the future such movements should be 


guided by organizations which know 
the situation. The Automobile Club's 
advice should have been taken.”

GROW DURING THE 
BETTER WEATHER 


Fine Days Permit Clean Picking 
and This Will Add Many 
Bales to the Crop.

Beautiful weather has been the rule 
all over the cotton belt tor the past 
week and the work of picking, and 
hauling to the gins has gone on with- 
out interruption. Such weather helps 
in a great measure to overcome some 
of the curtailment of production 
caused by the frost in that it enables 
clean picking of the bolls that were 
forced open hy the frosts and prevents 
waste of cetton in the open bolls. 

Reports from the section west of 
the river, netably in Arkansas, tell 
of a decided improvement in grade.

The present tendency of estimators 
is to increase figures on the total crop. 
Several well-posted authorities asser- 
that Arkansas will produce from 850,00) 
to 500,000 bales and that Oklahoma wil! 
produce from 600,000 to 750,000 bales. 
These additions to the total will make 
a marked difference in the final resul*, 
as it is generally conceded that the 
crops east of the river are very full, 
with the possible exception of North 
Carolina. While some estimators stick 
to their original ideas of 13,750,000 bales, 
a good many more are moving up to 
14,500,000 bales. 

Prices Are Irregular. 

In the spot markets west of the rive: 
business has been very irregular and 
prices are nominal to a great extent. 
The lower grades can hardly ve classed, 
but must be sold on typer or actual 
samples, and prices are irregular. The 
movement of cotton toward the ports 
continues very free and exports are sat- 
isfactorily large. In the Atlantic 
states the grade averages very high and 
the premium for grade has declined. 

Quite an accumulation of these hia 

grades seems to be the result of the 
care exercised by shippers in not sell- 
ing them too freely. a feeling brought 
about by the keen competition existing 
in all markets where good grades came 
forward in any great quantity. 
Spingers do not seem worried over 
prices so much as the difficulty of ob- 
taining the right quality. Present 
prices, from 6né angle, may seem high 
but yarns are selling at a good price 
and are not 2 plentiful. Conditions in 
the yarn market eae to a good demand 
for cotton and there is nothing in the 
cloth markets, to indicate any lessen- 
1 in the demand for yarns.

Some Women Haver Death. 

The fact that many women have been 
convicted of single-handed and premed- 
itated murder in Connecticut in the last 
half century, and that all have es- 
caped ” the death penalty, and that Mrs. 
Wakefield is not even charged with a 
part in the actual killing of her hus- 
band, has incited a wide-spread revolt 
against the decree of the extreme pen- 
alty in her case. 

But all Connecticut women are not of 
one mind on the subject, and many of 
them think that Mrs, Wakefield should 
go to her death with Plew, the Post- 
Dispatch presents herewith the diversi- 
fied views it has obtained of Connecti- 
cut women who are prominent in the 
suffrage movement, anti-suffrage or- 
ganizations and in social life. 

Mrs. Alexander Troup, president of 
the New Haven Polii.cal Equality Club. 
contends that no exception: should be 
made in Mrs. Wakefield's favor on the 
ground of sex. : 

“But,” said Mrs. Troup, the State 
has no right to take away the life 
which it cannot confer, and, having 
taken, cannot restore. Life was given 
by God for. his own purposes, wich 
men have no means of definitely know- 
ing, and, therefore they have no right 
to take the risk of thwarting those 
purposes by taking life perhaps prema- 
turely. Of course, I should not go so 


far as to deny the right of defending 


orie’s own life by taking that of. an- 
other, but that is beside this question.“ 

Mrs. Carlos French Stoddard, another 
New Haven woman leader, agreed with 
Mrs. Trovp in condemning capital pun- 
ishment, in advocating a single stand- 
ard for men and women criminals and 
in holding that if Plew dies on 
gallows Mrs. Wakefield also should be 
executed. ‘ 

“Women Should Have Voice tn Laws.“ 

Mrs. Thomas N. Hepburn of Hartford, 
president of the Connecticut Woman 
Suffragist Association, said: 

“We are not actuated by sympathy for 
Mrs. Wakefield for we do not believe 
that she is entitled to much, but we hold} 
that no woman should be hanged under 
man-made laws. Connecticut bars wom- 
en from participation in the’ law-mak- 
ing function, and no .woman should be 


‘hanged unless women .concur . equally 


with men in the procedure which deter- 
mines life or death. We are opposed to 
the institution of capita! punishment as 
a savage, degrading and britalizing relic | 
of barbarism, and sooner or later it wil 
cease to be the law of our State. De- 
plorable though it would te. the hang- 
ing of Mrs. Wakefield would do more 


than any other agency to Fasten the 


inevitable day of equal suffrage in Con-

devote all of her energies in an effort 
to save Mrs. Wakefield’s life. Mrs. 
Blickensderfer tried hard to save Mary 
Rogers, the Vermont murderess, who 
was hinged in December, 1%5, and she 
recently has succeeded in having the 
death sentence of Pasquale Esposito of 
Mianus commuted to life imprisonment. 
She has, been engaged also in reforma- 
tory work among criminals. Mrs. Blick- 
ensderfer said: 

Amaved at Women's Opposition. 

“it is amazing to learn that women 
are opposing commutation. I feel sure 
that such opposition is the result of 
hastily formed opinions, for naturally 
every womanly attribute would revolt 
at the hideous proposal of taking a 
woman's life in such a cowardly man- 
ner. Having done so much for the men, 
I at least would be inconsistent if I did 
not try to save the life of one of my 
own sex.“ 

Mrs. Terrence S. McDermott, a promi- 
nent New Haven suffragist, said: 
Women must not let sentiment run 
away wilth judgment in Mrs. Wake- 
fileld’s case to the degree of trying to 
upset the law. If Mrs. Wakefield is 
guilty she should pay the extreme -pen- 
Palty, whether it be hanging or life im- 
prisonment. But I strongly believe that 
capital punishment should be abolished 
and some other form adopted.”’ 

Mrs. Daniel H. Markham, president of 
the Hartfoid Anti-Suffrage Association, 
said: “While personally I think that 
capital punishment should be abolished 
for ay, I believe with my anti-suffra- 
gists in enforcing thé laws as they stand 
until ey are repealed. Connecticut 
always has been well governed State. 
and we think th: justice has been done 
in Mrs. Wakefield’s case. She has had 
a fair trial and there appears to be no 
reason Why she should not receive her 
deserts. No matter what the ‘suffra- 
gists may do, we probably shal! take 
no action for or against the unfortunate 
woman.’ 


ST. 3 POSTOFFICE TO 
STORE POSTAGE STAMPS 


Local Offiee Named as Distrib- 
uting Station During Christ- 
mas and Holiday Rush. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Postmaster-

SHOE MAN CHARGES 
TROMBONE PLAYER 
WITH DOG FRAUDS 


‘silos W. Brown Says Musician, 


Mall. SWINDLE ALLEGED 


Millionaire’ s Complaint Tells of 
Disillusionment After Win-

George Warren Brown of 40 Port- 
land place, president of the Brown 
Shoe Co., vesterday caused the ar- 
rest of William Grosskopf, a trom- 
bone player, of 1619 Wash street, on 
& warrant charging use of the malls 
to defraud. The following interest- 
ing story is contained in the allega- 
tions. in Brown’s complaint: 

Last February the trombone. player 
called on the millionaire shoe man at 


his office and blew his own horn with 
such virtuosity as to convince Brown 


| that his visitor was one of the great- 


est living experts on collies. Brown 
is the owner of a fine kennel of col- 
lies. 

Grosskopf said. that there was to 
be.a big collie show in New York and 
that he was going to enter a dog. 
He suggested that Brown also make 
an entry, as the first prize would be 
a handsome and valuable silver cup. 

fntries Are Authorized, 

Brown agreed and 
the trombone player to act as his 
agent, paying him, he says, $5 to put 
the dog in conditicn for the show and 
defrayirg his incidental expenses in 
New York. On Feb, 22 Grosskopf 
went to Prown with the glad tidings 
that his entry had taken first prize 
and won the silver cup. The grati- 
fied fancier then paid Grosskopf $25, 
which, the latter said, he had ad- 
vanced for the entry fee. Grosskopf 
explained that the cup was to be ex- 


hibited at other shows and would not 


be delivered to the winrer until June. 

On March 12 Grosskopf wrote to 
Prown, calling his attention pe a col- 
lie show iff Philadelphia. Brown, be- 
lieving himself the owner of a blue- 
ribbon dog, authorized Grosskopf to 
enter dogs for him at Philadelphia 
end paid him $28 expense money. 

Soon afterwards Brown received a 
letter from Grosskopf urging him to 
enter a dog in a Kansas City show, 
where the first prize was to be a 
Blue Merle female collie of great val- 
ue. 

Joins a Chicago Club. 

Brown did not agree to exhibit in 
Kansas City, but later authorized Gross- 
kopf to enter his dog in a show at 
Bloomington, III., where, the musician 
told him, the same Blue Merle collie 
offered at Kansas City was to be the 
prize. Grosskopf took to Brown the 
pleasant information that his dog had 
swept the boards at Bloomington, and 
received $25 for expenses. Grosskopf 
showed a letter signed R. A. Mittel- 
stadt, secretary of the Bloomington Col- 
lie Club,” and certifying that Brown 
was the winner. 

It was then easy for Grosskopf to in- 
duce Brown to become a member of the 
United Kennel Club of Chicago and to 
give him 312 as the yearly fee in ad- 
vance. 

But, as the months passed and none 
of the prizes which Brown fondly be- 
lieved he had won put in appearance, 
he at last became suspicious. By means 
of correspondence, he _ alleges, he 
learned that none of his dogs had ever 
been exhibited at any show by Gross- 
kopf; that there had not.been a dog 
show in Bloomington for 16 years: that 
Mittlestadt was not secretary of a col- 
lie club in Bloomington: and that his 
membership card in the Chicago Kennel 
Club was a counterfeit. 


Grosskopf's Fxplanation. 
Grosskopf was arraigned befcre United 


States Commissioner Mitchell and was 
held under $500 bond for a hearing on 
Nov. 26. 

After his arrest Grosskopf said that 
he sold a dog to Brown in 1911 for $40, 
one of the considerations being that he 
was to exhibit it at dog shows for 
Brown. He said Brown later gave $25 
to him to.pay as an entry fee at the 
show, and later paid him $50 more for 
entry fees. He failed to exhibit the dog. 
he said, because the shows did not cffer 
competitions in the class to which the 
dog belonged. 

After failing to erter the dog. se said, 
he reimbursed Brown for the $75 entry 
fee by giving him another dos valued 
by him at $75.

[Fred Shepherd Converse, one of the!

Crowd Views Plying of Lash 
at Whipping Post at Dela- 
ware Workhouse. 


WILMINGTON, Del., Nov. 15.—William 
Reason and James Byard, two young 
negroes, convicted of entering two 
houses with the intent to commit lar- 
ceny, were whipped with 20 lashes each 
at the whipping post of the Newcastle 
County Workhouse today. They had 
been sentenced to 40 lashes, of which 
they received 20 last Saturday. 

The agitation in Congress over the 
cases of these two men attracted atten- 
tion to today’s whipping and the at- 
tendance of spectators was unusually 
large. Reason was led out and the 20 
lashes applied to his back by Warden 
Crawford, after which Byard received 
his second installment. 

The two scarcely flinched as the cat“ 
was applied to the bare backs. 

Warden Crawford told inquirers he 
had never seen blood drawn since the 
whipping post had been established at 
the workhouse. Several of the witnesses 
said they approved of a whipping such 
as they had just seen, as it inflicted no 
physical injury and as a mental remind-

Suffrage Bride Does Housework 
in 10 Minutes, Lets Ser- 
vants Do Rest. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Burcauw of the Post-Dispat-:t, 
NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—Miss Inez 
Milholland, known not only as a beau- 
tiful suffragist, but as an active one, 
gets married and goes to housekeeping 
in a cozy flat. Does she, as Mrs. Eu- 
gene Boissevain, mistress of her hus- 
band’s home,\retire from her law prac- 
tice and give up her work for the 

emancipation of woman? Not she. 

Housekeeping?“ she said serenely to 
a reporter. “It doesn’t bother me. I 
don’t let it bother me. I get my house- 
keeping done for the day in 10 min- 
utes.”’ 

The young woman at the switchboard 
in the hall volunteered the information 
that Mrs. Boissevain was a real busi- 
ness woman, if she was married. 

She leaves home just like any busi- 
ness man in the morning and doesn't 
come back until half past five of six 
at night,’ said the young woman. 

Leaves Housekceping to Another. 

The statement about doing her house- 
keeping in 10 minutes is ho figure of 
speech with the newest suffrage bride. 

In 10 minutes from the time I leave 
my room,” she said firmly, “I am 
ready to go downtown. I leave things 
in trim for the housekeeping to be donc 
by someone who is fitted to do it, who 
knows how to do it. I am most in- 
expert. at housekeeping and go to my 
law office and earn my living at my 
own particular job.“ 

The servant question!“ — ventured 
the reporter. But the servant question 
doesn’t bother the newest suffrage bride, 
either She has been keeping house 
several weeks and has had the same 
cook all the. time. 

However,“ she observed, ‘I do think 
co-operative kitchens or something of 
that sort would be a good thing. Over 
in Holland, where I spent three months 
visiting branches of the Botssevain fam- 
ily after my marriage, there are such 
kitchens in Amsterdam and other towns. 
The housewife takes her food materia!s 
to the kitchen in the morning, and then 
is free to do what she will. At dinner 
time the food is ready for her table. 
nicely cooked. There are co-operative 
laundries, too. Each neighborhood ha:: 
its own .co-operative kitchen, within 
easy reach of the various families. 

Defends Right to Work. 

There is absolutely no reason why à 
woman who doesn't like housework ard 
can do something else better should 92 
tied down to her work. I should go 
crazy if I had to do housework one 
evhole dax.“ 

Children, Mrs. Boissevain admitted, 
complicate matters for the woman who 
wants to be out in the world. 

“Youngs children need their mother 
But the age at which they can be left 
to others is much less than it formerly 
was supposed to be. At three, now. 
children can be at kindergarten, and it 
is good for them to associate with other 
children. 

“The world has demanded too much 
of mothers. It has expected the woman 
to be the cook, nurse, teacher, dress- 
maker, manager, psychologist and sev- 
eral other things. She couldn't do it, 
of course, and the whole thing was un- 
fair to the child and unfair to the 
mother. What man would try to re- 
spond to such a demand? They’d strike 
at once.“ 

Mrs. Boissevain’s housekeeping hasn't 
had the supreme test yet, for her hus- 
band isn’t here. He will arrive from 
Holland in two weeks. She is, however, 
entertaining his brother, who is said t 
be well satisfied with her coffee. 

No Fear of Citizenship Loss. 

Mrs. Boissevain doesn’t share the fears 
of the suffragists who think she has 
lost her citizenship by wedding a for- 
eigner. 

“When a woman about to marry u 
man who is not a citizen of the United 
States announces her intention to the 
Government and Specifies that she in- 
tends to live in this country, she re- 
tains her citizenship,” she said. “At 
least, so it has been decided in other 
cases, and I believe it will be in mine.“

There seems little doubt that inoperable cases of can- 
cer actually are being cured with radium. They are re- 
ported by some of the most famous physicians and sur- 
geons in the world, and from those hospitals which have 
the greatest facilities for and experience in treating 
cancer. 

Radium is an excessively rare but widely distributed 
element, discovered by the Curies 15 years ago and ex- 
tracted in minute quantities from a rock called pitch- 
blende. It is called radium because when present, even 
in almost infinitesimal quantities, it causes the sub- 
stance in which it exists to glow with a phosphorescent 
light. When concentrated as in radium chloride, or 
radium bromide: the forms in which it is generally used, 
it emits rays that have a powerful effect upon what- 
soever they reach.

had been used successfully in a limited number of cases 
and in other cases when cut out in its earlier stages 
the cancer did not return. 

No germ of cancer in the human body has been dis- 
covered, but in some birds afflicted with the malady, 
notably in chickens, scientists claim to have found a 
microbe. As to the causes of cancer, the medical world 
still is in doubt. Constant irritation, it is known, con- 
tributes largely to the production of a cancer. Under 
this head may be mentioned contact of the tongue with 
a broken and jagged tooth, and the “burning” due to 
long experimentation with the X-ray. Physicians, it 
is said, have contracted cancer in this way. 

Robert Abbe of New York has pointed out that 
the Way in which radium cures cancer proves that this 
is not caused by microbes; for only the gamma rays 
destroy cancer, and the gamma rays have no effect on 


Method of Radium Treatment 
of Cancer 


HE treatment of cancer by the use of radium 
appears simple to the layman, but it is not 
to be administered except by operators pos- 
sessing a thorough scientific knowledge 

of the nature of the element. 

The process is to inclose a small quanity of ra- 
dium, or a gas or emanation of radium, in a sealed 
‘leaden tube, which is embedded in the cancer and 

allowed to remain a certain number of hours, cir- 

’ cumstances controlling the period. The action of 

the gamma rays from the radium is such as to 
overcome the malignancy of the cancer and restore 

the tissue to health.

„it is a trite saying that there has been no known 
cure for cancer. Surgery has expended its utmost force 
in cutting out every vestige of disease, or in destroying 
by cautery, caustics or freezing. They occasionally cure 
the patient; they never cure the disease, they only re- 
move it. We must look to forces like organic chemistry 
or biochemistry or agents like Roentgen rays or 
radium.” 

In its first stage cancer is a purely local disease, man- 
ifesting itself in the form of a lump. In this stage it 
can generally be removed by the surgeon’s knife. 

In its second stage the lymphatics already have be- 
come involved. In this stage it often may be cut out, 
but the operation necessarily is extensive, as all the sur- 
rounding tissues for a considerable distance must be 
removed. The permanence of such cures is always 
doubtful. The use of X-Rays or radium on the parts 
after the operation makes the cure more probable. Many 
such cases that almost certainly would have recurred 
have been healed entirely by the radium treatment after 
operation and have not recurred after the lapse of sev-

tions. These, penetrate far more deeply than the alpha 
or beta rays, 1 per cent of them surviving after travers- 
ing seven centimeters of lead, 150 centimeters of water 
or 20 centimeters’ of iron. They retard vitality and 
depress the growth of cells for a considerable distance 


around them; hence, when the alpha and beta rays are. 


filtered out, the gamma rays destroy malignant growths, 
as healthy tissues resist far larger doses of them than 
are needed. 

The difference in the penetrating power of the alpha, 
beta and gamma makes it a simple matter to pre- 
vent the first two from reaching any particular spot, 
while the third penetrate to it in full force. If the radi- 
um be inclosed in lead one-twelfth of an inch thick, only 
the gamma rays pase through.

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HE surest way to reduce a large abdomen is with a series of exercises per- 
formed lying flat on the back. These will not only reduce the stoutness, 
but will have a highly beneficial effect upon the digestive organs and will 


strengthen the muscles of the abdomen as nothfh 
The exercises are divided into two parts:

(1) Those consisting of raising the 


body, and (2) those consisting of raising the legs. For all of these the shoulders 
must be held well back.

All these exercises operate by stimulating the muscles of the abdomen, of 
which there are many, some inside the bony case and some fortifying the walls of 
this part of the body.

The leg-raising exercises should be alternated with the body-raising exercises.

the other day in a sordid Paris attic at the age of 86 

years, 

At the hour of his death epicures in the famous res- 

taurants of the capital of gastronomy were banqueting 

‘daintily on delicacies which, thanks to his genius, had 

been assembled from the four corners of the world. He 

was without bread; but it was owing to this penniless 
old man, dying of famine in a garret, that the larders. 
of Paris were bounteously stocked with eggs from Aus- 
tralia, peaches from the Cape of Good Hope, strawber- 


from Argentina, New Zealand and Nebraska—all as 
fresh as on the day they left their native lands. 

nd after Tellier was dead, the French Government, 
whose imports his invention brought up to $2,000,000,000 
last year, was abruptly stirred to remembrance, and 
slipped a belated 1000-franc note into the rigid fingers. 
Then the scientists whose profession he had adorned 
‘and the capitalists he had enriched united to give him 
® spectacular funeral. After the French fashion, a 
splendid monument is to be erected to his memory. But 
the prospect of posthumous honors can have done little 
to soothe the last sufferings of the man who, having 
helped feed the world, himself died foodless. 

Tellier’s distressing career is another proof of the fact 
that, in this proud “Age of Science,” manvind too often 
treats its scientists like dogs. There are other examples. 
J. H. Fabre, the “Insects’ Homer,” has just won recog- 
nition at the age of 90. Dr. Rudolph Diesel, inventor of 
the epoch-making oil engine, died a bankrupt and possi- 
bly a suicide. 

The inventor of commercially practicable refrigera- 
tion was born in Amiens, France, the eldest of a fam- 
. ily of six: In 1845, at the age of 17, he started working 
in his father’s silk mill at Conde-sur-Noireau. Then 
came the revolution of 1848, and M. Tellier, who had 
employed 200 workmen, went into bankruptcy. The 
family removed to Paris, and there, at the age of 20 
years, Charles found himself depended upon for sup- 
port by his mother and brothers and sisters. 

To increase his income, he resorted to invention and 
made his first experiments with ammonia, which he was 
afterwards to make a world-wide servant of man. He 
constructed a boat in which the volatile liquid was used 
as motive power. But the contrivance did not rescue 
his family ‘from want or prevent his being flung into 
prison for debt. 

On his release, the potentialities of ammonia’ still im- 
pressed his mind. In 1869 he perfected the method of 
artificial freezing through the compression of am- 
monia, which is the chief system of refrigeration em- 
ployed in the world today. 

The principles, stated simply, are these? Anhydrous 
ammonia is condensed by mechanical pressure into 
liquid form; suddenly relieved of pressure and released 
into coils of pipes, the fluid _iustaré]y dilates into a 
vapor; this process of ex- 
pansion, according to a

Still unbroken in spirit, Tellier devoted four years to 
forming a company which should show to the world on 
a sensational scale how his invention of cold’’—which

may be compared with the prehistoric discovery of fire 
—was to revolutionize the supply of food. 

An English steamer was purchased and named the 
“Frigorifique.” It was equipped with a Tellier refrig- 
erating plant and stocked with fresh foodstuffs. It 
sailed from Rouen on Sept. 24, 1876, for South America, 
the voyage being widely heralded as the first in history 
in which the attempt was made to carry fresh meats, 
fruits and vegetables unspoiled across the tropics. After 
106 days on the ocean the ship reached La Plata, and its 
stores of provisions were found to be in as excellent 
condition as that in which they left Rouen. 

The demonstration so impressively proved the value 
of Tellier’s invention that it was appropriated all over

refrigeration plants. Cold storage houses sprang up 


everywhere to conserve for winter’s use the products of 
the summer. Ice, from a rare luxury, grew into a uni- 
versal necessity. An enormous new commerce was cre- 
ated through refrigerator cars and ships. The London 
citizen dined on a mutton chop from Australia, in the 
antipodes, and the Parisian gourmet, while snow fell 
outside, nibbled at fresh fruits from faraway California. 

But what of the man who had made these miracles 
of transporting foodstuffs possible? Charles Tellier 
sank into oblivion and want. Others, more practical, 
seized credit for his invention, obtained patents and 
made fortunes. There are standard books on refrigera- 
tion and articles on the subject in great encyclopedias 
which do not even mention his name. 

It was learned one day that Tellier was in want. The 
French Government exclaimed: It can’t be possible! 
But who is this man Tellier, anyway?” 

The truth was that the inventor was starving. What 
he had tbat could be turned into cash was in pawn 
at the Mort de Piete. The Government decided to do 
something handsome for him. So they gave him a fine, 
red ribbon of the Legion of Honor—which he could not 
eat and which he could not and would not pawn. 

What dreariness and misery afflicted the next few 
years of the aging scientist had best be left undescribed. 
Despite the pretty red ribbon of the Legion of Honor, he 
sank into chronic hunger, although the commerce in 
food which his genius had invented encircled the globe. 

Again the Government was apprised of his plight, and 
it was decided with delicate tact to give in his honor— 
of all things!—a sumptuous banquet. This was held on 
Feb. 15 last. It was a most brilliant affair. Scientists, 
statesmen and merchants vied in eloquence to laud 
Tellier as one of the great benefactors of mankind. 
The silver bedeckéd tables groaned under luxurious 
dishes. Many of the viands had been transported by 
cold storage from distant parts of the world. 

What a tragic spectacle must this mountain of food 
have been to the guest of honor, who had sometimes 
been compelled to sustain himself on crusts and scraps’ 
What must have been his thoughts as the well-fed diners 
about him dallied with the successive ‘courses, sending 
some away untasted? Before his eyes was enough food 
to nourish him for a year. Unfortunately, he could eat 
but one meal at a time. 

There are those who say that, following the banquet, 
the International Cold Storage Association, for which 
his invention had earned millions, raised $20,000 for 
Tellier’s ‘benefit. The inventor was approached on 
the subject. Feeling death near, he said he did not 
want the money for himself, but asked that it be given 
to his son, an invalid youth. The money never reached 
Paris. Some say that the fund collected for him was 
embezzled. 

The next thing heard of Tellier was that he was dying, 
that he was actually starving:to death. A few days be- 
fore the end came, his landlord threatened to put him 
out of his attic at Auteuil, where he lived with his son, 
for nonpayment of rent. The concierge; a good woman,

Believing in cheet- — 
fulness and humor as the great ir ce 
panacea for life’s ills, they: prepared I 
for the transmission and cultivation 
of their own sanguine and sunny dis- 
positions in the child as yet unborn. a 

In the weeks and months immediately preceding Ru- 
genette’s debut, the mother-to-be was g@refully guarded against 
all possible emotions or influences of fear, worry, inquietude, 
morbidness or depression. A sense of absolute tranquility and 
happiness was induced to pervade the home. Everything that 
made for mirth and joyousness and love of beauty was kept 
in evidence. Hard-luck stories, funereal society, vexatious 


problems and discussions, and milsery-that- loves-company were 
strictly barred. 


It was, in short, a case of literally living up to the cardi- 

nal principle of the theorists, namely: 
human conditions the science of eugenics_can only be first 
practically applied to the prenatal period, when every thought 
and influence for good in the future physical and mental cul- 
ture of a child should radiate about the mother and her un 
born infant.” 
ö The Bolces also traveled about rather extensively, in pur- 
suit of their ideal atmosphere. They visited men of science 
and men of mirth—the former so that the father could discuss 
ideas, the latter in order to furnish the mother with some good 
laughs.

The children of great men are seldom great, nor do great 
women have remarkable children.

We can influence the race so little that up to now it 
is impossible to determine sex. How are we to say whether 
the being who comes into the world will be an asset or 6 
burden to humanity?” - |

“If children are brought up in happy, contented, honest, 
upright surroundings, in after life they will have the greater 
power of discriminating evil from good.

The total production of radium bromide per year is 
between two and three grammes. In 1911 the Austrian 
Radiumpraeparatefabrik put out 14.1 grammes, contain- 
ing 2.647 grammes of pure radium chloride, valued at 
$214,900. 

Early this year radium bromide was sejling in Ger- 
many at $105 a milligramme. in July, however, sales 
were made in Vienna at half that price. 

There are probably not more than about twelve 
grammes, or less than half an ounce, of pure radium in 
the world. The Radium Institute in London possesses 
four grammes—about one-sixth of an ounce—presented 
to it by Lord Iveagh and Sir Ernest Cassell and worth 
today about $400,000. 1 

The Radium Institute at Pittsburg receives about 100 
tons a month of radium ores, from which it is extract- 
ing about one gramme of radium bromide, containing 
about one-fifth of a gramme of radium chloride. This
